Ince Providence caſt me ſo luckily into your company and acquain- 

tance, your affable _—— an obliging civility, hath ſtirred up 
our {elf and your r 


in me, both towards relations, no ſmall affectiens 
and affectioſate es of your beſt welfare and happineſs, and 
therefore having heard, not without grief, that the Roman party have 
endeavoured to ſeduce you or them into their communion, I have not 
been a little exerciſed in my heart with deſires to prevent or reſcue you 
thereſrom, being well aſſured that the Factors for that communion are 
Deceitful workors, evill doers; ſuch, as t he fruit and product of their 
Principles in them, who are ſnared with them, is no leſs than imminent 
Ganger of, if not inevitable deſtrutieon. And indeed I cannot but be- 
wail that any ingenuous perſons brought up under the light of the 
Scriptures and of Preteſtant doctrine, ſhould have attained to no great- 
er underſtanding and better judgment thereby, than to be impoſed upon 
by perſons guilty of ſo much corruption in their Religion, as that a man 
with half an eye, (as they uſe to ſay) if not careleſs to ule and improve 
it for his own welſare, may eaſily diſcern it, but yet I know their ſub- 
tilties are great and their inſinuations ſtrong where they can get admiſ- 
ſion:to obviate which, Iſhall indeavour a little to help you againſt them, 
and to let you fee wherein the Reman Church, and the men of her com- 
munion, are ſo dangerouſſy erroneous and corrupt, that it behoves all men 
as the y love their fouls to avoid them, _ 
And firſt, her claim of Infallibility is a moſt palpable errot r and miſ- 
carriage, for which ſhe hath neither any good ground nor colour; for 
what though Chriſt hath ſaid that he will build his Cburch upon the Rock 
and that the gates of Hell ſhall not pes againſt it, yet that affords no 
more ground for the Roman Church, or any officer in her, to aſſert 
her or his infallibillity than for any other Church, for granting that 
by the word, [It,] is meant the Church built upon the Rock, and not the 
Rock it ſelfe upon which he builds it (though the word dv7is, cam, ir, 
being a relative agrees in gender with, and may therefore be referred in-

differently to either of them) yet its Chrifts Church indefinitely and 
xrally that our Saviour that of, and the Church of Cor 
Church of Epheſus, the Churches of Galatia,and the reft mentioned 
in theScriptures,yea,and beyond what are their mentioned, were every 
whit as much the Church or of the Church of Chriſt, as the Church of 
Reue, that is, they were all equally and indifferently members of the 
fame Carholick or Univerſal! Church when they were firſt planted, and 
when the Apoſtleswroteta them; and they were all one as well as ano- 


ther by the Apoſtles miniſtry, and by Chriſt as going forth with them,

2.4, J. And 
St. Paul tells us other foundas ion can no man lay, than that which: laid , 
which (he faith not is Sr. Peter, not Petrus, but Petra) is Jeſus Chriſt, 
who is the faundation of the 4pofties and Prophets, both 
upon which they themſelves were built and food, and that upon 
which they as God's Builders built bis Church, 1 Cor. 3. 11. Epheſ. a. 20. 
And ſurcly no man · can ſtand more firongly by being built upon St. Peter, 


than by being built upon ( hriſt, Nor find we either Chriſt himſelf or as 
cher 


is Apoſtles to ſay or ſignify any ſuch thing, as that the place or 
h where Peter ſhould reſide or pra ſide, ſhould be more Inſallible 

than any other Church or Churches founded, reſided in, or pr xſideil 
over by any other of his Apoſties. Nor that ſuch as ſhould ſucceed him 
3s Biſhops in any place, much leſs in Rome præ ded in by him, ſhouldbe 
more Infallible than other Bithops. Ii the præſidency of. St. eter in Rome 
canſceure that © hurch or it's Biſhop from ſailing or falling into Errour, 
ho comes it to pals that his itting at Antioch, did not allo ſecure that 
place & Chureh / Vea & thoſe Churches of Judea & ot the Circumciſion 
whereof he was the Prime and immediate Apoſtle, Gel. 2.9. Surely they 

ought rather to ha ve had this Privilege and Pr#rogative from him than 
Loeme a Gentile Church, which was rather under 8. Paul's & Barnabes's 
Iurisdiction, as being the Apoſtles of the Gentiles, It's ſtrange that none 
of rhe Churches more certainly planted by him, ſhould have this Pri- 
vilege, but only Rome, which it is not certain that he planted or ever 
came into: for ſome of no ſmall learning have made a queſtion of that 
that I ay notſhave poutively denied it. Surely none but ſimple perſons 
and ſuch as are caſy and willing to be deceived, and therefore look not well 

to their goings, will heli ve ſuch groundleis præten ts impoſed upon them. 

Ttue it is that ſome of the Ancient Councels gave a Patriarchal power to 

the Biſhop of Am ſubjec ing theſe Weſtern Churches thereunto; but 

4 that tas but an h itution for order and unities ſal e, and gave 
bim nei anorelnfallibility than the like conſtitutions gave to the Biſhops of 
Fernſalermy or Antioch, or Ale xn ,. 1 whom they 
made Pattiarchs alſo in their reſprctive Jurisdiſtions. Nor yet did that 
mubr Nee ir tes Church the habe Catholique Church, or the Biſhop 
thereof theblrad of it, ad is evident hy the H Councetof Car hage, here 
Faaſlinu th Legate, challenging for his Maftera power to order 

all great matters in all platus d pretending for it a Decree of the'\igens

Councel, was upon diligent ſearch. into the Records of the ſaid CouneeP | 
found a falſifyer thereof,and thereupon was decreed an equality ia pow- 
er with the other Patriarohs. But beſide all this, againſt the plea of that 
Church's Infallibility, it is evident. NR 
2. That ſhe hath- in Fact erred, and can there be a clearer and better 
demonſtration of the poſſibility of her Frying, deceiving and being de- 
ceiv d, than that ſhe hath actually Erred: For thouglr2 poſſo adeſſe non 
valet conſe quent ia, yet ab eſſe ad poſſe Hi vdalidiſima. No that ſhe bath 
actually Frredis evident not only in het members and different parties, 
but alſo in hex conjun conſiderat ĩon, and in her Head. As ſor her ha- 
ving erred and yet erring in her parties and members, it's demonſtrable in 
ibis, that centradidoria von poſſumt eſſe ſimul vers ; of 1wo contrad dery pe- 
tions maintained by diſſerent parties, the ons muſt needs be falſe, Now in 
the Church of Rome there are contradictory poſitions maintained by ſe- 
veral parties; witneſs the Dominican and Franciſcensy the one contra- 
ding the other in the matter ofthe immaculateneſi of the eonception 
of the Virgin Afary, the one deny ing, and the other aſſerting it; if. the 
Virgin Mary was conceaved in her Mothers wonib without ſin, then the 
Dominican Patty ofthe Roman Church err, and if otherwiſe, then the 
Fraue ſtam Party errs, The like may be ſaid of the Jauſeniſts and Jeſu- 
ite in the five Articles where n they differ. But bay not only their mem- 
bers, but their Head and Biſh op may erre alſo even in Carhedra, or in his 
ſolema Determinations and doings, yea in matters of Faith; as is made 
manifeſt in Liberius, ſubſeribing to Arrianiſme,/and Yigilizs Who both 
condemned and commanded the ſame things to be believed; as in the 
chree Chapters condemned by a Councel as favouring Neſtorianiſme, and 
inFHonoriks who was condemned by a Councel for a Monothelite. And 
WE a Pope may contradict himſelf, and ſay andunſay a thing as Pope 
and Head of their: Church; and both condemn and command the belief 
of the ſame thing (as in that caſe of Pope Figilizs) he muſt needs be Fal⸗ 
kble and err in the one of them. And there is no way to axvoid it, but 
that either ſome of their Popes have erred or fome of their General Coun⸗ 
cels (which is the Church xepreſentat ive, and were ſome time alſo decla- 
red and held to be about the Pope, and wereuſually conſented to and con- 
ſirmed by their Popes) have been „ | 
trred: either of which 8 inges the [nfallibility of 
their Church. Nay, and it is believed that the ſanſtniſts, would they 
ſpeak out, do not look upon the late Pope Innocant as Iufallihle in his con-

No, 
thiefe were then accounted ſtrange and corruptnorions, if any ſich were 
as yet crept into any hearts, and they are evident Adulteries from the fi- 
delity and loyalty or the ſimplicity of faith that e owe to God in and hy 
Chriſt Jeſus The proper Apoſtacy of the laſt times foretold by the A- 
poſtle, 1 Tim. 4. 1, 2. as Reverend Mr. M E P E hath learnedly demon- 
ſtrated in his Treatiſe upon that Scripture. Wherein he that will may ſee

9. The Church of Rome is aproud. Imperious Harlot, for hath ſhe 
not lifted up her ſelf(inherHeads at leaſt ) above all that is cal'd God 
or worſhipped, not only above Kings and Eniperors, as is moſt noto- 
rious (as much above chem at the Sun is greater than the Moon, as 
ane of them expreſſed himſelf) but even above God and Chrift, alſo 
in daring to diſpenſe with his Laws and Precepts, and to ſer up their 
Dectees againſt them with a nen obſtante, or notwithſtanding that God 
or Chriſt otherwiſe ordered or commanded. As in ſeaving out the 
ſecond Commandinent, and wolfhipping, and bowing down to Ima- 
B contrary thereto; denying the Cup to the people in thè Sacra- 

ent. Nay, doth ſhe not boaſt that her Prieſts can make God him- 
ſelf of a piece of bread or wafer ? And is not that a wondrous unpa- 
rallePd height of Arrogancy to preſume to do ſo, and a ſetting her 
above all that's called God or worſhiped ? For let reaſon or wiſe men 
judge. if as one ſaid, majus eſt Regem facere quam regem eſſes it's a great- 
erthingto make a King than to be ane; muſt it not needs be a great- 
er power. to make a God than to be a God? If therefore they can 
make Almighty God, as they believe they do, Ohriſt very God and ve- 
ry man. Do they not ſet themſelves above him, and have it in their

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vower ta wake him or not ʒ the effect therein; as they ſay,, depend- 


ing on the Prieſt's intentionꝭ, fas if he intend not to tranſubſtantis, 
ate the Bread, it is not made into a God by him, though he ſay the 
words that make him. And it the ordinary Prieſts have ſuch power, 
how great is his height that is the Head and King of them? But be- 
ſides this, have they not arrogated to themſelves the Title ofthe Ca- 
tholick Church, and the promiſes made to the-Church, as ſolely be- 
longing tothem ? Though they have far lefs to ſhew for any promi- 
ſes to them more than to any other Church, than the Jews had to ſhew 
that the promiſes made to Abrabam and his Seed pertained to them. 
Nor havethey minded, that as God could have deſtroyed the Fews as 
to the generalicy of them, and yet have raiſed up Seed to Abraham to 
xerform his promiſes unto. So God can leave aud cut off the Church 
Rome, and yet perform n of a Church to be given and pre- 
ſerved continually unto Chriſt; and to ſecure the Church built upon 
Chriſt,and humbly and ſincerely cleaving to him, againſt the gates of 
Hell. Chriſts ſaying to Peter, Tu es Petrus, & ſuper hanc petram æd iſicu- 
bo Eccleſiam meam, & tibi dabo claves regni Cælorum, that is, Thou art Pe- 
ter, and upon this Rock,will build my Church, and to thee will I give the Keys 
of the Kingdom of Heaven, &c. are not halt ſo colourablea plea for the 
Popes and the Church of Romes pretences, as Gods ſaying to Abrabam 
that he would be his God, and the God of his Seed after him through- 
out their generations, was for the Fews conceit, that they could ne- 
ver be broken off by him. For they cannot ſhew that Peter only had 
the Keys of the Kingdom, ſeeing all che other Apoſtles had the ſame 
power of binding and looſing mens ſins as he; as the Primitive Do- 
Aors alſo acknowledged, and as is evident in Mat. 18.18. Fob. 20. 22, 
23. nor that the Church of Rome was either the only or the whole 
Church built upon the Rock, which was not Peter, but Chriſt; unleſs 
St, Paul was a falſe Preacher in 1 Cor. 3. 11. and 10. 4. Nor can they 
find in Chriſt's grant to St. Peter any ſuch clauſe, as to thee will Igive 
them, and to thy Succeſſors at Rome in all ages and generations, as we 
find to Abrabam and his Seed after him the promiſes made. But this 
alſo is another evidence of their pride and arrogancy, exalting them- 
ſelves above Chriſt and God, that they dare preſume to inlarge his 
romiles, and put in clauſes of their own head into his Will and Te- 
Een. 28 well as alter and lay by his Commandments. A bold Im- 
perious Harlot. It would be accounted a very preſumptuous deed ina 
Wife to add ſuch a clauſe into a mans Teſtament ; for as the Apoſtle 
faith-z Tf it be but a mans Covenant or Teſtament, yet if it be confirmed, no 
mar ddeth thereto, as they make bold to do to his who is God, Gall.

But herein alſo her exceſſive pride appears, in that her Biſhops chall 
both St. Peters Keys, and St, Pauls Sword; gay, both Swords, both t 
Civil and Sacred, or Eccleſiaſtical(for I think the truly Spiritual they care 
not much for, at leuſt as to any true & right uſe thereof) that is, they chal- 
tenge Dominion in Temporal matters, & uſurp upon the rights of Kings & 
Princes, and to exerciſe a power in diſpoſing of Thrones and Scepters, and 
making Civil Wars, as well as to rule over all Nations in Church matters. 
Never was there any Chuch or company of People in the World ranting 
it-ſohighly, and carrying it ſo aloft, as this Church and her Biſhops have 
done ever ſince they obtained of Pbocas the high Honour he conferred ups 
on them, to make them an amends for approving him in the Murther of his 
Maſter, in ſetling the dignity of ror upon him; and this ſuits well 
with the deſcription of my ſtory of Bab:l»n too in the Revelations ; where 
ſhes repreſented as mounted upon 4 Siately Beaſt with feven Heads and ten 
Herms, à being both exalted and ſupported therein by, and yer ruling and 
ordering the Imperial Power, Sitting uon many Waters, that is, ruling o- 
ver many Nations, People, and Languages, gallantly deckt, and making 
all Nations drunk of the Cup of her Fornications; glorifying her ſelf (in 
ſtead of God and Chriſt) and ſaying, I ſit as a Queen (as / gre wife, 
th: Cathelique Church, to whom all in all eſtates owe honour and ſubjecti- 
en) and am no u,, (Inſallible, not forſaken of Chriſt, and ſo) al ſes 
nus ſorrow ; th: City that ruleth over the Kings of the Earth, Revel. 17. 1, 
2324-18, and 18.7, Surelyif pridego beſore deſtruction, and a haught 
ind before a fall, then it cannot be but ſo proud and Luciferian a Churc 
muſt needs fall too. If the Angel of the Church of Leodiera, becauſe of bis 
high boaftings, that he was rich and increaſed with goods, growing there⸗ 
dy lukewarm, was threatned to be ſpewed out of Chriſts mouth, and 
what was laid to him, was ſaid to the Churches by the ſpirit, as imply- 
ing that any of them falling into the like temper, muſt. be ſo dealt with, 
except 22 how can it be, but that this Church hath long ſince 
met with that doome, ſeeing ſh ee for a long time, hath been far more 
Proud und Highminded, than that Angel was, and no leſs lukewarm or 
indifferent for the hondur of Chriſt, ſo ſhe may be hut the Queen and Em- 
preſs; eſpecially alſo ſeeing ſhe obſtruſts the way againſt her repentance ; 
by pleading ſhe is Infallible, and ſo needs no repentance: Wang by her 
Paieſts and Jeſuits her ſelf and her practices in all theſe vile and filthy mi(- 
carriages, doing therein (as was noted before) like Zernſalom of os

as ever Pagan Rowe did with her Pantheon ; lo she muſt becauſe of her ob-

10. In all that I have ſaid and ſhewed, it appears that ſhe is alſo a falſe. 
Church; or a lying Harlot, ſo far is ſhe from being Infallible, though I 
ſhall evince it ſtill further in ſpeaking ſomething to what ſhe pretends very 
much as an undeniable proof of her being the true Church at leaſt. Name 
the multitude of her Miracles wherewith She endeavours to eftabliſh 
other her Falſe doftrines and pra ciſes, as her do Arine of Images and Saint 
Worthip, . her. do&rine of Purgatory , and -of. Tranſubſtantiatien, and 
what not almoſt She pleads Miracles for confirmation of, and this being 
added to her other Notes of her Antiquity, Univerſality, and Unity, make 
her to glitter mainly in-the eye of many ſimple people, coming wich, 
I may thew her to be a falſe lying Church too in a two fold reſpect. 

1. In her PAN ſuch things as She calls Miracles, the ſignes and 
ſtrange wonders that ſhe boaſts of to be a good and undoubted note of - 
true Church-owned of God, and that the doctrines which they tend to 
confirm are true; that this is falſe, we have manifold evidences. For,

4. And in Revelations 13, we read of à Beaſt aſter whom the whole 
world wonders ( ſo great the univerſality of his power, and of them that 
approve him unanimoufly) before whom, a ſecond Beaſt ſhall do; or doth 
ſo great ſigns, and wonders, and miracles, as to cauſe fire to come down 
from Heaven in the ſight of the Beaft, and in the ſight of Men; that is, 
he ſhall do ſuch things in the ſight or judgment of men, as do as clear! 
in their judgments teſtifie Gods approvement of him in what he — 
to them, as he did Elijah, when he cauſed Fire to deſcend from Heaven, 
and conſume his Sacrifice offered to Jebevab, and yet he is a falſe. Pro- 
phet for all that, and his Image that he ſets up to be-worſhipyed, and 
all the Marks and Characters that he cauſeth people to take, by which 
they may be known to be the Beaſt worſhippers, and the worſhippers of 
his Image, it is certain are naught, and moſt diſpleaſing to God; who 
therefore threatens the worſhippers and receivers thereof with moſt dread - 
fulpuniſhments; Rev. 14.9, 10, 11. and- yet he by theſe Miracles, and 
other exerciſes of his power, cauſes them = dwell on the Earth to fub- 
mit thereto; yea all, both ſmall and great, rich and poor, to give ſome 
way or other an acknowledgment of it, ſuch their univerſality and unity 
therein, And its of great Antiquity, if the judgment of the moſt learn- 
ed and judicious Expoſitors may be taken, who judge that the 42. months, 
or 1260 days of the contiuance of that Worſhip, fignifies ons thouſand 
two hundred. and ſixty years, a day for a year, as is ſometimes the reck- 
ning of the Prophets, as in Num. 14. 34. Ezek. 4. 4, 5,6. Rev. 13. 12,13, 
14, 15, 16, ſo that this worſhip hath been in the world, as Mr. Aede 
hath learnedly hinted in his Apoſtacy of the laſt times ſince between the 
Fifth and Sixt Century.

tioned by St. Auguſtine or others of the Fathers, might many oſ chem 
be crueandGod might work many miracles at ſuch places as were de- 
dicated to the memory of the Martyrs, and of his holy ſervants, to 
draw people thereby to the beliefe and obedience of his truth, which 
they had confeſſed and fuffered Martyrdom for;''but'doubrleſs Sa- 
than and his inſtruments havealſo taken occaſion thence, either to 
work by Gods permiſſion diverſe ſtrange things, to puniſh tlioſe 
that therefore departed from the purity of the worſhip of God and 
Chriſt, or alſo to connterfeit and pretend what was not indeed 
wrought to draw the minds of People into deceit; I ſhall nor ſearch 
books for confirmation hereof, — 19 any man will vauchſaſe ſe- 
rĩouſly to peruſe hat the Learned D. Silling flees. hath largly dif- 
eourſed on this ſubject of their pretended miracles, he may be / ſa- 
tisfyedſufficiently hereof, only I ſhall ſet down hear what the forsa · 
mentioned Fryer, Mr. Autbony Egan, in his recantation Sermon relates, 
which is to this purpoſe, That about ſeven years before his ſaid Re- 
cantation Sermon made at Lenden, April 6. 1673. a Prieſt near the 
City of Limrsck, by name William Sarchwel, had for fifty ſhillings hi- 
red a Woman to pretend her ſelf a Cripple from her birth, and chat 
ſte' had arevelation that if ſhe dipt her ſelf in ſuch a Well while a 
Prieſt ſaid Maſs by the place, ſhe ſhould be recovered of her Infirmi- 
ty, whereupon ſhe came halting at a time appointed to the Welland 
returned out of it as one perfectly cured, Which became a miracle to 
the people; and both got to the contriver a vaſt ſomo of Mony, and 
confirmed che People in their ſuperſtition, which he tells us, the 
{id counterfeit Woman aſter ſome time upon ſome remorſe of con · 
ſeience, conſeſſed to him, the ſaid Anthony Egan, whichche made her 
declare to the whole Congregation before he abſolved her, as alſo he 
tells of a Fryer of great note and zeal, that told himithat he was at 
2 Franciſcan Convent beyond the.

[where the Fryers ſtood, when they thought the people had brought 
a good offering, then by the help of that ſtring they could unlooſe 
ah ſetueʒ and then the Image of the B. Vingin would ſeem to weep, 
und/ tit as One of their Miracles which therrelator ſaid was à great 
"ſcandal to him, and that therefore hie complained of it to the Gene- 
rab of their Order, ho anſwered him, that ſnould he makea refor- 
mation in that particuler, that Convent ſhould ſtarve, to which he adds 
that the Monks; of a certain Convent put a like cheat upon St. 
Bernard by an inſtrument, carrying the Voiee to the Image of the ſaid 
Virgin Mery, cauſing her to ſalute him with: a;ſelve Barnarde when he 
came into the Church, but he apprehending the Cheat, gave no o- 
thet᷑ teturnſto the complement but this; that ix is aſhame for 'a Wo- 
man © ſpeak imthe Church, but adds the ſaid Fryer Ægan of all the 
fine ſtor ies, commend me to this new Miracle they talk of for the 
confirmation of tranſubſtantiation, viz. that in a certain place in the 
King of Spains dominion, as the Maſs. was celebrated, all the perfect 
eſfigiesò proportion of a manroſe out of the hoſt, but when the Peo- 
ple came too near that they might ſeethe Miracle plaiftſy,he Vaniſhed 
away, on which he only relates a remark made by a Facetious Perfon 
to the relatot of it, you ſuppoſe, ſaid he, that it was Chriſt bimſelf 
that a red, and it ſeems upon the approach of the People he va- 
nifhed away, which is the only circumſtance to make the Story cre- 
dible; for he might ſuppoſe the People were come to eat him, and fo 
he vaniſhed.

fame ſences tell us as plainly, that the Bread ſtill remains in the na- 
tureof Bread, von ſubſtantid aut uaturd mutatus, not changed in ſubſtance 
or nature into God, or into the perſon of God- man the Lord jeſus, 
befides, it is their own Doctrine, that the change of the Elemente 
depend upon the Intention of the Prieſt, ſo that it the Prieſt intend 
not, in ſaying'the words, to make the body of Chriſt, it is not the Bo- 
dy of Chrift, but Bread ſtill, and then they are Idolaters that wor- 
ſhip it as God, and. who can be certain of the Prieſts Intentions ? not 
to mention again the many Saints, both Hees and Shees that they 
give ſuch adorations to as belongs only to God, and ask ſuch things 
of, as God only can give, fo that they are notorious tranſgreſſors of 
the firſt commandment of God, and-keep it nor, and as to the ſecond. 
they are ſo far from keeping it, and att fo grofly contrary to it, that 
* expung it out of their Citechiſms; The third alſo they groſly- 
violate in their Doctrine and practice about facred oaths; diſpence- 
ing with them, and looſiug men from the obligation of them, enact- 

ing them by mental reſervations, and breaking ſolemn Oaths and 
promiſes, as in their breaking their promiſes with Fobn Hus, and in 
the Popes diſpenſing with the Oath given by Ladiſlaus King of Po- 
land, to Ainureth the Twkiſp Emperour or grand Sultan, and cauſing 
him to break his Truce with him, to the great ſcandal of Chriſtian . 
Religion and ſlaughter of theChriſtians. The Turk himſelfappealing. 
to Chriſt, if he were indeed God, to revenge the perfidious Perjury- 
of the Chriſtians towards him, which he alſo did in the enſuing ſlau | 
ter and deſtruction of them; but ſuch abuſe of Gods name, in diſ- 
ſolving and diſpenſing with religious and ſolemn Oaths, yea, and 
with mem raſh ſwearing, they give allowance of in their Doctrines 
and treatiſes, as well as in their practices, yeg, it waz a thing that 
the above cited Fryer Egan tells us, gave him one of his firſt diſguſts 
at their Religion, that when at his firſt-being made a Fryer, he took 
one and twenty Oaths, and among them, that he would never come 
on Horſeback, that he would never ware ſhoes, that he would obey 
his ſuperiours in what ever he commanded, never examining the law 
fulne ſs of his commands ʒnot to be aſnamed to heg, never to be out of 
his Fryers habit, & v. yet aſter all rheſe oaths taken, 5 
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told him, that he muſt take his former (gatments and teètutn 4. 


fame Poſture that he came in (which was on Horſeback, with Swor 
and Piſtols, and gay Apparrel) and go ſee his friends, though quite 
contraty to his oaths, from which he would abſolvehim. If 
was not a taking Gods name in vain, and a notorious leading men to 
debauch their conſciences, I know not what is: as for the fourth com- 
mandment, they keep not that, while they keep Markets on the Sab- 
bath day, and lefs obſerve it than many of their own inſtituted holy 
days:the fifth commandment,how little they reguard their aften ab- 
ſolving Children from ingagements, to honour their Parents and o- 
bey them, yea, their ſtirring up Children ſomtimes againſt them, 
(as Gregory the ninth ſtirred up Hemy,the Son, againſt his Father Fre- 
derick, the ſecond, Emperour of Germeny) and how often they have 
diſcharged ſubjects from their due allegiance and obedience th their 
lawful Sovereigns, & ſtirred them up to rebel and riſe in War againſt 
them; both our own Cronicles and the Hiſtories of other Nations. 
do abundantly evidence. And then as for the ſixth commandment, 
their Murthering of Princes, and the many great Slaughters and 
Maſſacres, yea, deſtructions both of Souls and Bodies, occaſioned 
and caufed by the Roman Church and het Biſhops, before hinted at, 
ſufficiently declare how little care they have thereof. That they 
little reguard the ſeventh, both their forbiding Marriage to their 
Prieſts, without any order or command of God and Chriſt to that 
purpole, nay, contrary to the expreſs permiſſion and allowance 
thereof of God in the Scriptures (tor both our Lord ſeſusChriſt him- 
ſelf choſe Married Perſons to be Apoſtles, at leaſt Peter was ſuch 
when he choſe him, for we read before, that of his Wives Mother, 
Mark, 1.30. with 3. 16. Which he would not have done ſurely, had 
he judged a Wedded State incompatible or inconſiſtent with the 
Mipiſtry which he inſtituted, yea, and that St. Peter and other Apo- 
ſtles, led their Wives about with them, when they were Apoſtles, 
is evident in 1 Cor. 9.5, And the Apoſtle expreſly, both in his Or- 
ders about Biſhops, and in thoſe about Deacons orders, and much 
more allows, that they be Husbands of one Wife, and have their 
Children in ſubjection, which they would not have done, had they 
forbidden Marriage to the Biſhops and Miniſters of the Church, or 
zudged it unfit for them, as theſe, according to his predictions of 
falſe Teachers, that would depart from the faith, do, 1 Tim. 3. 2. 4. 
11,12. with 4. 12. 3.) By which means they often put them upon 
the practice of uncleanneſs, whoredoms, furnications, and the like 
miſchiefs; and allow them to keep Concubines for Money; beſides, 
the Practice of Sodomy, even in the Popes themſelves, ſome of them, 
and the notorious Wickedneſs of one of their Cardinals, that a 
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Wrote &publiſhed a Book in commendation thereof, & their altgw» 
ing publick Stews for Mony, even in Rome itſelf, are ſufficient Proofs, 
And that they as little keep the eighth Commandment, their infatia- 
ble covetouſneſs, and many frauds to get Mony, ſome whereof have 
by the way been hinted at, yea, their graſping whole Kingdoms to 
themſelves, from their lawful Princes, as they did a great part of L 
Paly, yea, and Rome it ſelf from the Emperonrs to which they. belong- 
ed, and our Kingdom of England,in King Jobus time, and taking away 
by force the Kingdoms of ſome Princes from them, and giving them 
to others whom they have incouraged to get them from them, as ap- 
pears in the Hiſtory of the Albingenſes, and the attempts of their 
Popes, and Sea of Rome, againſt our late Queen Eligabetb, are ſuffici- 
ent demonſtrations, beſides, the moſt horcible theft of all others 
they ate guilty of in ſtealing or taking forcibly from. men the word 
of God, not ſuffering men to know or be inſtructed into that; there- 
in taking away the key of knowledg, and ſhutting up the Kingdom 
of Heaven againſt them, and robbing their Souls thereof; a theft 
which God complained of in the falſe Prophets of Iſrael, when he ſaith, 
Behold I am againſt the Prophets which.ſteal my ward eucry oue from bis Neigb- 
bour, Jer. 23. 30. _— the ninth Commandment is all their re- 
proaching and branding falſly, as-Hereticks, thoſe that will not ſub- 
ſcribe to their corruptions, ſtirring up Princes and People againſt 
them, to make Havock of them, And that the tenth . commandment 
is little ſet by, their Doctrine that denyes the firſt ſtirrings and mo- 
tions of Sin to be Sins, and their Doctrine of venial Sins, and their 
inſatiable covetouſneſs,may be evidence enough, ſo that they are hor- 
ribly guilty of not keeping the commandments of God, the like may 
be obſerved too, of their keeping the things given in commandment 
by. our Lord Jeſus Chrift, that they keep none of his commandments 
purely and incorruptly, for whereas he commanded Baptiſm ipto 
the Name ofthe Father, & of the Son, & of the Holy Ghoſt, they have 
corrupted that with many deviſes, as of oy l, & cream, & ſpettle, and 
the like Fopperies; his commandment of his Supper, to take and break 
and eat Bread, ſet a part with bleſſing to that purpoſe, and drinking 
the Cup in Remembrance of him, and as a commemoration of his 
death, they have horribly corrupted and changed into a ſacrifice 
propitiatory and unbloody, available for obtaining remiſſion of 
Sins, for the quick and for the Dead, and into private Maſſes, and halt 
Communions, and the Pageantry of carrying the conſecrated Hoſt, as 
a God, in Proceſſion, the command of Preaching the word ſincerely 
they have exchinged into teaching for Dodrines of men, that is, their 
an precepts and deviſes, and his command about prayers and ſup- 
plications unto God, they have corrupted by injoyning Prayers in. 
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Sen Tongue, and to others beſides God, even to Saints and 
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ut what needed I to have been ſo larg in going over theſe ſeveral 
commandments, when the complexion of De of their divinity is a 
clear patronage of all manner of Sin and Naughtineſs, while they 
romiſe to men the pardon thereof, upon ſo eaſy termes, as rhe on- 

| being at ſome ſmall time before they dye, grieyed that they have 
rd med, though, without any real contrition of heart for it, or love to 
God, and ſo hearty ſorrow that they have,offended him, as ſpringing 
therefrom, provided that they receive but the Sacrament, as they wilt 
have it, of their extream Unction, and the abſolution of one of their 
Prieſts, and have deviſed a Purgatory, in which, after death, they may 
be Purifyed, though they continue till death in their Sins, from the 
ains of Which alſo, they perſwade men they may be ſoon delivered 
by the propitiatory ſacrifices, which they ſay they can, and i day- 
ly.make'in their Maſſes, both for the quick and for the dead, and by 
the induigences which are in the Popes diſpoſe, and which for fuch 
ſums of Mony given to their Church-men,or for ſuch uſes as they 
preſcribe, as for. the procuring Maſſes, Dirgies, and ſuch like fop= 
peries they prop oſe to ſale? what are all theſe deviſes of this cove- 
tous Church and its Church- men, but ways of making merchandiſe 
of mens Souls? and an incouraging them in and unto an impenitent 
breach of all Gods commandments all their days? for who that loves 
his luſts, and lives in any pleaſurable or profitable way of Sin, will 
much reguard the ceaſing therefrom, or any commands of God re- 
quiring it, ſo long as his guides and leaders, that pretend to have the 
keys of Heaven in their hands, aſſure them that if but an hour or two 
before their deaths, they confeſs their Sins, and are ſorry that they 
have endangered their Souls thereby, and be a little attrite or troub- 
led for them, receiving abſolution from the Prieſt,and their extreme 
Und ion, they may by the vertue of the Sacraments, to convey grace, 
ex opere operato, be ſecured againſt damnation ? and be eaſed too in, 
and freed from their Purgatory pains, if they be but bountiful to 
their Church, and its Prieſts, by the benefit of their devotions, and 
the Saints Supererrogations? ſo that by this firſt part of the Touch- 
ſtone, they appear clearly convicted of being far from being an Infal- 
lible Church, yea, or a true and right Church of Chriſt, eſpecially, 
i we alſo rake in what ſome of them aſſert, and their doctrinè of pro- 
bability, therefore, makes ſafe for all to believe; viz. that no man 
is bound of neceſſity. to love God, but that is a work or frame of more 
perfection, without which, obſerving their Church Orders, and re- 
ceiving their Sacraments, they may be ſaved. Surely by our Sayiours 
doct rine, to love God is the firft and great Commandment, and that 
| Ee ek they 
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tat teach tant mem may be ſaved theugh deſtitute thereof; canhot 
be under the commendation of keeping Gods commandments. 
2. And as much faulty are they, with referente to the other branch 
of the chatacter of the true huren, oppoſed to the falſe Churen, ot 
the Beaſt and his Image worſhippers, namely, the keeping the faith or 
teſtimony of Jeſus, which they keep not that eofrupt it, and add their 
mixtures to and with it, as the falſe Apoſtles kept not the faith of 
Jeſus, though they might hold as truths all the Articles ofthe Creed, 

nd teach them to others, while they added chereto the necefſicy of 

Np Circumcifed, and of keeping the Law of Moſes unto Salvation, 
no more than they would be commended for keepihp for any ones 
uſe good and wholfome Wine commited to their cuſtody and charge, 
who would indeed deminiſh nothing of it; but yet would mix with 
it ſome of thoſe Stygian Waters, whith had a poyſononms nature in 
them, or other ns whereby me might be mate deadly to them 
that drink thereof; ſuch 4 Perſon tight indeed plead chat he had kept 
by him all the Wine depoſited with him, and took nothing of it a- 
way, yea, and that he gave out again all that other keepers of it, who 
keep it Pare, and give it out ſuch as} it is given, do, and ſomething 
more, but I Tuppole with. no likement or commendation of him that 
commits itto him for the benefit of thoſe that will drink of it; juſt 
ſuch keepers, that is to ſay, corrupters of the faith df ſeſus, are the 
Papifts and their Church. They retain with them indeed the whole 
Bible ad all the Goſpel, and Goſpel truths therein, but ſo as to keep 
them in theirBibles from che generallity of the People, that they may 
not read or hear them read to them, yea, and they retain with them, 
and poſſibly Preach to the People, and Teach them all the Articles 
of the Creed, at leaſt in an unknown Latin Tongue, or if they allo 
interpret them, yet to be (ure, they reach them many other things, 
as matters of faith neceſſary to be believed by them, as muck as any 
of the ſaid Articles, though they be quite different from all that 
- Chriſt and his Apoſtles delivered to the Church to be believed by 
us, as for inſtance, they reach that God the Father, and Chriſt, and 
the Holy Ghoſt,are one God in three Perſons, to be believed on, and 
called upon by Men, but they corrupt that with this addition of 
their own, that the Saints alſo are to be called on, and that they 
* -oughtto believe on thein, to receive helpby their interceſſions, be- 
ing worſhiped by them; they teach that Chriſt is the Son of God and 
the Saviour of the World, that he dyed for our Sins, and offered up 
a Propitiatory Sacrihce to God for the whale World, but then they 
add and mix of their own therewith, that their Priefts can & do day- 
ly make him ofa Wafer, and offer him up as an effectual unbloody ſa- 
crifice for the quick and dead to, and that they ought to believe — 
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Fa recei N of their Sins through their Stcra- 
Ne horrible impiety and indignity to bis Croſs and 
Feſkon, and the alone virtue and efficacy thereof, and a monſtrous 
addition to, and N of the faith, once delivered of God to 
the Saints in his A poſtles doctrine. They hold and teach that Chriſt 
is riſen from the dead, and aſcended into Heaven, and fits at the 
Right Hand of God, but they mix therewith, and teach their Chil- 
en and Followers to believe, that the ſame very real Body that 
ſuffered and is in Heaven, is alſo dayly in the Hoſt at their Maſs, and 
is hung up in the Pix or Box that they put him into, and that the 
carry upand down when they pleaſe in Proceſſion, and that they re- 
ally tear him with their Teeth and eat him, and therein they do what 1 % 4. 
the Heathen Cicero abhorred to think of in their Pagan worſhip, ſor be Naturs 
faid, quem tam amentem eſſe putas, qui illud,quo veſcezur,Deum credat eſte 2 Deorur 
that 15,-who thinkeſt thou is ſo mad, as to think that to be a God 
that he eats or is fed with? thoſe Papiſts are ſo mad as to think and 
teach ſo, they hold and teach that there is a Heaven to reward the 
righteous, and a Hell to Puniſh the wicked, and ſo our Saviour deli- 
vered in his faith or teſtimony, but withal they add, that there is a 
third place between both, called Purgatory, wherein Souls that are 
not fit for Heaven when they dye, may be purged, by enduring pains 
and torments there, and that the Pope hath the keys of this place to, 
and can let Souls out of it, c. And this Chriſt never taught nor 
his Apoſtles, they believe and teach that there is a Holy Ghoſt, and 
that he is to be believed in, but they teach alſo corruptly, thit he

determinations, or the determinations of their Popes out of St, Peters 
Chair, are his infallible Oracles,to be as much believed, and held as faſt 
as (or more than) the ſayings of the holy Propliets & Apoſtles in the 
Scriptures. They teach that there is a holyCatholickChurch,bur th 
add and mix with that alſo this Poyſonful Doctrine, that che Church 
of Rome only are that Church, and that men are to reſolve their faith 
into its ſayings and concluſions, and that the Pope is the viſible Head 
of the whole Catholick Church, and Chriſts Vicar on earth; they

of a ſeared Conſcience and ſtiff Impudence, who like Jannes and > 
bres, who withſtood Moſes from or in his diſeovering the truth of Gotl 
to Pharaoh and the E gyptians, do ſtand againſt the truth, and the Prea⸗ 
chers of it, and the diſcoverers of the Romiſh Frands and Impoſtures, 
prevail much with many who are apt to reſolve their faith into their learn- 
ing, ſubtlety, authority, and appearing Piety and wiſdom, (even as the 
ſights of James and 7ambres prevailed with Phareab and many of the 
Egyptians) ſo as that though they hear and may hear. or read the diſ- 
courſes of the learned Proteſtants, wherein they have detected their 8 
buſes, yet they donot ſeriouſly Ponder or welg them, or are blinded 
from diſcerning the truth by the miſts they caſt before them. 
3. Worldly intereſt holds in many both of the Kings and Greater 
Perſons, their intereſt being interwoven with thoſe of Rome, and where 
the Kings and Princes ol the earth commit fornication with her, they do 
ty their Laws in many places, made againſt them that reje& her Com- 
munion, and their rigour and cruelty, deter many from liſtening to, and 
conſidering what is ſaid againſt her; yea, and they keep out fuch diſco- 
verers or diſcoveries of her lewdaeſs that otherwiſe would be afforded 
to then! as was predict ed in Kev, 13. 15, 16, 17. and where their Laws 
are not ſo cruel, yet by their bad examples, and their indulging. their 
favours to herfellowers, they keep in many from liſtening to what would 
tend to withdraw them from her; the moſt of men not ſearching ſo much 
with ſincere endeavors aſter what is true and right, as minding and reſt- 
ing in what is uppermoſt in the world, and worſhipping in truth its 
Power and Grandeur (which 1 take to be that which the Bot Ghoſt in 
the Apocalyps, calls the Beaſt) more than any other God be |

ing carryed away with ſuch as they have, ſuch dependance upon, or

retain, and not reje& thoſe principles what ever may be offered to detect 
and diſcover the evilof them, few being ſo redeemed from the vain con- 
verſations received by tradition from their Fathers and Forefathers, or 
from the Earth and Men; even from earthly affegions, and from their 


reſpects to, and dependances on men by the Blood, of Chriſt, minded 


and regarded by them, as it hath been ſned for them, as to-renounce all 
{uch reſpect to Fathers and Forefathers, earthly affections, and depen- 
danc2 on, and reſpects to men, and to follow after Chriſt fingly and ſin; 
cerely where-ever he by his Word and Doctrine would lead them, or ſo 
at to wake ſuck due and dil igent inquiry and ſearch into the truth, as it 
is in him, that they might underſtand it, and be led and guided by It. 
8. The juſt and righteous judgment of God, it is to harden both 
this Harlot and her Adherents, for their unfaithtulneſs in ſeeking at- 
ter, or not admitting the truth of Cod; but either flightly neglect- 


ing the inquiry after it, or. againſt evident ſhinings ot it clofing, their 


eyes, leſt they ſhould ſee with their eyes, or hear with their ears, or 
underſtand with their hearts what they ſee would tend to convert 
them from their gainful and delicious interefts and enjoy ments. E- 
ven as Gods Judgments vcte upon Pharaob and the Ægyptians to hard- 
en them; for as Pharaob and the Ægyptians hardning themſelves, and 
doing wickedly againſt Iſrael were left of God to their hardneſs or 
hardened by him, that he mlght glorify himſelf on them in their de-

For it is true that 

ſhe hatſf in her Perſons indued with great natural parts and endow- 
ments, Men of learnirig and policy; and that ſhe hath many good gifts 

from God by Jeſus Chriſt, wherewith ſhe might and ought to ſerve 4 
and pleaſe him, Yea, ſhe hath Jewels of his gold and ofhis filver as it 

were, which he in her better ſtate was pleaſed mereifully and grati- 

-ouſly, freely to impart unto her. But as it is the fault of Harlots to a- 

buſe the gifts of God & men to diſhoneſt arts and ends, ſoit fares with

That · the Prieſts and 
Jeſuits take ſuch a courſe now ada ys to perſwade the people by ſuch an 
Argument, to comply with their Principles, we have it made publick in 
Print, by the confeſſion of the late converted Fryar, Mr. Anthony A gen, 
in his Book wherein his Recantation Sermon Preached at Eendon is Prin- 
ted, vyhere we meet with words to this effect, That after his Convers* 
4 ſion to the 'Proteſtint Religion, ſeveral of the Papiſt Prieſts, and others 
“living about Long hreats in 7reland, (whom, he ſaith, he is ready to name, 
© and did thereby accuſe) did publickly report that his Majeſty, his Royal 
*Highnels, and all the Nobility and Gentry of the Kingdom of Exgland, 
© were privately: of 'their Religion, uſing it as an argument to make. or 
*moye him to fall back again to Popery. See here what notorious falſe- 
hoods they fear not to report, to the ſandal of Authority, yea, and of 
our Nation it ſelf, to carry on their own deſigns ; for thanks be to God 
the contrary hereurito hath been, and is abundantly evidenced, as to ſuch a 
oral overflowing of their Religion, over all thoſe perſons whom they 
yelo traduced. Surely, that cauſe is naught that the maintainers of 
ſtick not to manage by ſo vile add indirect Mediums, as ſo to bely and 
ſlander their Superiors; there is no queſtion but iT is what they deſire 
& would gladly effect, to make both the KingsMgjeſty & the Court, & all 
the Nobility & Gentry, of their mind & Religion, but God forbid that ever 
they ſhould preyail upon them, or draw. them, or any of them, into ſo 
great a miſchief, aud ſo certain a way to their own everlaſting deſtruction. 
But no doubt but by ſuch * they may prevail upon no ſmall

revealed in the Scriptures, and not for any reſpect, honour, friend- 
ſhip, or worldly ind cant advantages eſyect them, and turn aſide - 
to ſo corrupt and dangerous away and worſhip, as that of the Ro- 
man Communion. God will certainly better bare with ſuch as have 
as it were been held captive by their deceits being. always educa- 
ted and brought up under them, then with ſuch as having been bet-- 
ter inſtructed, do turn aſide to them. Oh that theſe Nations and the 
Inhabitants thereof, would therefore look about them, and beware 
how they liſſen to any that would thereto ſeduce- them, and mind 
thofe many convincing arguments, and clear and unanſwerable de- 
monſtrations of the deſperate badneſs of that Church, and its Ways, 
and Doctrines, and doings, which by many hands have been offered 
to them, which yet if they pleaſe, they may conſult with and conſi- 
der, among which, beſide theſe many worthy men who have for- 
merly wrote excellently. againſt her corruptions, as Jewel, Reinolds, 
Morton, and many others, the Labours of the Learned Doctor Stil- 
ling fleet, Dr. Tillirſon, Dr. Brevint, Dr. Whitby, Sr. Chriſtopher Wyvel, 
(who it ſeems in his Minority was educated among or inſnared with 
them) and Mr. Gilbert Burret, in my $ndgment, are very worthy con- 
ſideration. And oh that men would not dally and trifle in ſo great 
a matter as their own Salvation, but be ſerious and conſiderative in 
what they do therein, allways remembring that of our Bleſſed Savi- 
our, What will it profit a man to gain the whole World, and looſe bis on 
Soul ? Or what ſhall a man give in Exchange for bis Soul? For the Son of 
man ſhall come in the glory of bis Father with bis Angels, and then be will 
give toevery man according to his Works, Math: 16.
